$50 per month for every retired 
citizen of the United States, 60 
years of age or older. 

Under existing national income 
conditions, the 2 per cent transac- 
tions tax set up in the act would 
jraise sufficient money to pay eld- 
er citizens just about $50 per 
month, according to Downey. If 
business improved, pension pay- 
ments might increase to $60 per 
month—but only if the depression 
waned and business returned to 
nomal. 

Now California, Downey points 
out, already pays $35 per month 
maximum to its old age pensioners 
—and after the first of the New 
Year will be paying $40. Many 
other states, on the other hand, 
‘pay niggardly pensions of $6 or 
$8 per month, with the result that 
tens of thousands of old people are 
trekking to California, seeking 
comfort and security in their lat- 
ter years—and California taxpay- 
ers are footing the bill, and will 
continue to pay an increasingly 


larger bill that is not rightfully 
theirs. “A national old age pen- 
sion system,” argues Senator 





{Downey, “would be California’s 
salvation. It would force benight- 
jed, backward states to treat their 
elder citizens decently—and to as- 
sume their rightful responsibili- 
ties, instead of passing on the bur- 
den to others.” 

But what about that 2 per cent 
transactions tax? Wouldn't it 
multiply with each turnover? Yes, 
Downey admits. It would prob- 
ably total nearer 10 per cent than 
2 per cent.
